Interest and Princlpfd Payable In Gold a1 


Not Excelling 3 Per Cent., the Bonds 


to Run Thirty Years or Lens—To B« 


Exempted from All Taxation. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.— Senator Jonea 


•will probabljr introduce Monday the 
currency bill upon-which-he has been 
at work", and which is regarded as the 
last resort. The Arkansas senator has 
been very successful in his previous.ef- 
forts at formulating compromises and 
harmonizing- discordant elements, but 
ho has a very .difficult .task before him 
now. He must not_only formulate a 
bill to satisfy the majority, but he 
must fashion it so as to propitiate prac- 
tically every member 9!' the senate. 


The chief features of the proposed 


bill is as follows: 


The secretary of the treasury will be 


authorized to iss\ie S50J3,000,OOOof coup- 
on or reg-istered bonds, interest and 
principle payable in gold at not exceed- 
ing 3 per cent, the bonds to run thirty 
years, but redeemable! at the option of 
the government after twenty years. 
The pi-oceeds of these! bonds are to be 
used for the current''expenses of the 
treasury, and the redemption of the 
greenbacks and the treasury notes is- 
sued under the Sherman act. 
- 


The bonds will be of the denomina- 


tions of S30, §50, S100, S500, 81,000, $5.000 
and §10,000, all exempt from taxation, 
etc. National banks will be permitted 
to issue notes to the par 


tinder this. pro- 


value of "the 


bonds they have deposited to secure 
their circulation and [an inducement 
will be offered the banks to increase 
their circulation by reducing the tax 
on circulation from 1 p|er cent, to Ji of 
1 per cerit. 
[ 


An effort will also be made to pre- 


vent the reduction of pity taxation by 
making it illegal for any bank to retire 
its circulation without] the consent in 
writing1 of the secretary of the treas- 
ury and the act will be! repealed which 
prohibits banks from Increasing their 
circulation for a period of six months 
after the withdrawal of circulation. 


An increase in the use silver is cre- 


ated in two sections, which will pro- 
vide that all notes under the denomi- 
nation of $20 shall be silver certificates. 
These sections will provide that no Na- 
tional bank note shall! be issued of a 
denomination less, than $20,. and all 
notes of national banks now outstand- 
ing, of a denomination less than S20, 
shall, as rapidly as possible, be taken 
up. redeemed and cancjeled, and notes 
of 820 or higher denominations issued 
in their stead. 


It is the intention 


posed act that neither the treasury nor 
the national banks shall issue or keep 
in circulation any notes other than 
silver certificates of a less denomina- 
tion than §20. The secretary of the 
treasury is authorized, at the request 
of a holder of treasury notes or green- 
backs, to' issue in lieu thereof silver 
certificates of a less denomination 
than 820. 


Another section of the bill authorizes 


and directs the secretary of the treas- 
ury, out of the proceeds of the sale of 
bonds and from any surplus revenues, 
to redeem and cancel, and not reissue, 
the greenbacks and treasury notes as 
fast as the aggregate amount of green- 
backs, treasury notes and silver cer- 
tificates under §20 and national bank 
notes shall, be in excess of the a.ggre- 
gate amount of greenbacks, treasury 
notes and national bank notes in circu- 
lation at the passage of the bill. 


The unlimited coinage of silver is 


provided for in a section which will 
read practically as follows: The secre 
vary of the treasury is authorized and 
directed to receive at any mint from 
any citizen of the United States silver 
bullion, the product of the mines of 
the United States, of standard weight, 
etc., 
and coin the same into standard 


silver dollars, and the seigniorage for 
the said coinage shall be the differeuce 
between the coinage values and the 
par value in London on the day of de- 
posit, and the secretary of the treasury 
shall deliver to the owner of said bul- 
lion the silver dollars so coined, and 
the amount received from the seignor- 
a<re of said coinage shall be covered 
iuio the treasury.

DAINTY NUT CANDIES. 


How to. Mate Jirown Almond Bar and 


Otliy Delicacies., 


To make -brown "a,l moid bar, place 


two pounds oi' sugar, one-third tea- 
spoonful cream of tartar and two-thirds 
jup;ul of water in a granite saucepan; 
when it begins boiling add one pound 
of almonds, stirred in slowly; boiruntil 
the nuts are as brown as desired,, which 
will "be when they -will slide off the 
lifted spoon easily; pour the candy un- 
til an inch thick into a greased;pan, 
and when' cool cut into strips vrith a 
hammer and strong1 knife. Blanched 
almond bar is made in the same way 
as brown almond only that'the almonds 
are blanched. "Peanut bar may be 
made similarly, using1 'two pounds"of 
peanuts instead of one. Brazil-nut bar 
may be made with two pound', of sugar, 
one-third teaspoonful cream of tartar'; 
two-thirds cupful of water; cook to 
hard crack; .pour out one-half candy in 
greased pan, then scatter over this one 
pound 
Brazil 
nuts, after 
having- 


trimmed the brown skins off; add to 
the top the rest of the candy; when 
cool cut into, bars. 
It should be one 


inch thick when done. English wal- 
nuts may also be used/with good effect. 
Delicious sliced cocoarrat bar is made 
by cooking two pounds of sugar, one- 
third teaspoonful of cream of tartar, 
two-thirds cupful oi -water to hard crack 
then adding slowly one sliced coeoanut; 
stir carefully; then pour into greased 
pan and cut any shape wished. The 
co'coanut should "be pared, cut into 
halves, and sliced very thin with a 
sharp knife.—Ladies' Home Journal.

cnafio of Iihporfcct Ventilation. 


An American citizen who becomes a 


member of congress and undertakes to 
attend the daily sessions of that body, 
takes his life in" his -hands. That at 
least is the opinion to a writer for the 
Philadelphia Press by Elijah Morse, of 
Massachusetts, and some of his col- 
leagues, who have interested them- 
selves in improving the ventilation of 
the hall of representatives.

Stutlstlt'ij of tlio Imtmmso Business JLJOJio

Some interesting statistics concern- 


ing the railroads of our great cities are 
given in au article in the C'hautauquan 
by Robert I. Sloan, formerly chief en- 
gineer of the Metropolitan elevated 
railroad, New York. He says; 


"In Urooklyn the roads are built over 


the streets, the same as in New York; 
there are about 2C;^ miles of elevated 
roads in Brooklyn nnd they carry ;>!,- 
000,000 passengers per year, nnd have 
about 1.700 employes. The street rail- 
ways carry about 103,000,000 passen- 
gers. 


"There are no elevated roads in Phil- 


adelphia- The surface street railways 
carry about 170,000,000 of tho people 
every year.

head wires and trolleys.

ried by these lines.
